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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ventrudo et al (5,841 ,797). Ventrudo discloses the claimed invention. Note figure 4 




which illustrates a diode laser 
(34) with an end facet (at HR) and a front facet (at R 2 (LR)), a first optical fiber (42) 
having a front end optically coupled to the front facet and first and second wavelength 
selective reflective elements (44, 46). Regarding the reflective elements (44,46) 
having at least partially overlapping respective first and second reflectivity bandwidths, 
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see col. 11-12 for the first reflective element (44) and the second reflective element (46) 
having bandwidths that are at least partially overlapping. Regarding the coherence 
collapse lasing regime, note col. 6 lines 15-22, where Ventrudo teaches a grating being 
spaced from the exit facet of the laser source by a coherence length distance. 
3. Claims 21-71 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ventrudo et al (5,485,481 ). Ventrudo et al discloses the claimed invention. Figure 2 




FIG. 2 

illustrates a laser (26) with front and rear ends surrounding a gain medium; a first 
wavelength-selective reflective element (output facet) and a second wavelength- 
selective reflective element (fibre Bragg grating). Regarding the first and second 
wavelength selective reflective elements having at least partially overlapping reflectivity 
bandwidths, note col. 3 lines 54-65 and Ventrudo's claim 1 , especially the last 
paragraph. Regarding the laser exhibiting stable operation in coherence collapse 
regime, note col. 5 lines 8-30.
